We were all tickled to death to get 
a chance to let our people know where 
we were, and each man thought a 
long time about what he would say 
and who he would write to. before he 
ever atarted to write. Kacb man want 
ed to aay all he rould In the small 
apace he hud. and we v anted to let 
our frl. nd- know how bad]] they were 
treating us without saying It In ao 
many words, hajCaRM *•■ knew the 
Huns would censor the letters, and It 
would go hard with anyone who ron»- 

plalt much. So most of the men 

aald tloy wore having a great time 
and w.-re tr. nt. d r«f| Wait, and spread 
it on so thick thai their friends would 
figure th.y w.re lying because they 
bad to. 

fine fellow had an Idea that waa 
better Hum that, though. He had been 
lu Jail In I'ortsmouili. Knglund. for 
three months, for beating up a con- 
atul.le. and he hud bad 11 pretty rough 
time. So he wrote a pal of his that 
he had been cuptured by the Oer- 
MUM< but that everything was going 
al. 'tig pretty well. Ill fact, he aald, 
the only oilier trip he had ever been 
011. win-re he had a better time, waa 
the three months' vacation he had 
spent In Portsmouth two years before, 
which he thought the friend would re- 
member. He said that trip was bet- 
ter than Ihls one, so the friend could 
figure out for himself how pleusaut 
tins .me was. Kveryhody thought tills 
was a gnat Idea, but unfortunately 
not all of us had been In Jail, so we 
could not all use It. Which was just 
as well, we thought, because the tier- 
maua would he su>pi< i..iis if all of ua 
compared this vacation with others. 

A few of the men did not have any- 
body they could write to, and some did 
not know their friends' addresses, ao 
th. v would write letters to friends of 

tl her men and sign It with tha 

friend's nickname. 

As aoon as a man bad finished hla 
letter, he had to go out to the center 
of the am?, where Hi. y hud built a 
nilscil platform. There the sentries 
:..,.k the letters, and the men funned 
around the M|tiiire. There were offl- 
cera on the platform reading the let- 
ters. We thought they red them 
there In the open, before us. ao that 
we would know they were uot tamper- 
Ing with the letters, and we thought 
the fclRtll would full If they 
getting so unkultured aa that. 

Finally, all the men hiu 
their b iters and turned thetu over to 
the offli era. who read thetu. And then 
we aaw why the aciitry laughed. 

Th. oil,. . 1- tore up every one of the 
letters. They were uuxlous thut we 
would see thetu do It. so none of ua 
would have any hope that our friends 
would get word. 

Hut «e said to ourselves that. If It 
was Information they wanted. Ih. y had 
as lino li as was good for theiu, which 
waa none ut all. because I do not think 
one letter In the bunch had a single 
word of truth In It. Hut we were all 
very iingt.v and pretty low ufter that. 

I uuse it showed the Huns still bad 

plenty of kulttir left, after all. ami we 
knew there was rough sledding alo ud 
of ua. Also, some of tin- men were 
sore becauae they had wasted their 
time thinking up different ways of Hp- 
ping their friends off to the real stale 
of affairs, and all for nothing Why 
they should worry about time. I could 
uot ace lime was the only thing wa 
had pleuty of. and 1 fur one, thought 
we were going to have atlll more of It. 

lining buck to the barracka we tried 
to sing "Hack l'p Your Troubles." but 
there wus not much pep lu It.

Hut after shivering for a while, we be- 
gun ripping the boarda out of the bar- 
racks, and taking the dividing boards 
from the benches that we used for 
beds. 

Later, they gave each of ua a mat- 
tress filled with wood shavings, and a 
blanket that wus about aa warm as a 
pane of glass. The mattresses were 
placed on the ground In the barracks, 
which were very damp, and after three 
or four days, the shavings would be- 
gin to rot umt the mattresses to smell. 
Id order to keep warm we slept al 
close together as we rould, which 
caused our various diseases to spread 
rapidly. 

When we were receiving our rations, 
the sentries would offer us an extra 
ration If we would take a lash from 
their belts. We were so hungry that 
many and many a man would go up 
and lake a auaf In any part uf hla 
body from the heavy leather belta 
with brass tongue and buckle. Juat to 
get a little inor»> "shadow" aoup or 
barley coffee or mud bread. 

One morning tin- sentries picked out 
ten men from our barracks, of which 
I was one. and drilled 11- over a flelii 
near the ktnbe There was n large 
tank In the field and we bad to pump 
water Into It. If was very cold, ond 
we were weak and sick, ao we would 
fall one after another, not caring 
Whether we ever got up or not. Fritz 
would smash those who fell with bis 
rifle butt. We asked for gloves, be- 
cause our liiiinls were freezing, but all 
We got was "Slohts." 

After we hud been there for about 
an hour and a half, one of our men 
became very sink so that I thought 
he wus going to die, and when lie fell 
over. 1 reported it to h sentry. The 
sentry came over, saw him lying In 
the snow, yelled. "Scbweln. nlrht 
krank r grabbed hltn by the shoulder, 
atul pulled Maj all the way across the 
field to the office of the camp com- 
mander. Then be wus pluced In the 
gtinrd house, where he remained for 
I wo days. The next thing we knew, 
the ltussians had been ordered to 
make a box. and were being iimrched 
l„ the guard house to put him In It 
and bury hltu. 

Another thing at Neustreilt!!. that 
wii» pretty hard to stand, was the pret- 
ty habit flic Huns had of coming up 
to the barbed wire and tensing us as 
• bough we were wild animals in a 
inge. Sometimes there would be 

- row. Is of people lined along the wire 
throwing things at us, and spitting, 
ami having a great time generally. It 
wa» haril.-r than ever when a family 
party would arrive, with vatcr ami 
mutter, and maybe grosvnter and 
grosmtitter. and all the little Hoche 
kinder, because, as you probably 
know, the Hermans take food with 
them whenever they go on a party, 
no matter what kind, and they ROaU 
stand there and stare at us like the 
boobs tiny were, eating all the HRM 

- and we so hungry that we could 
have eat.11 ourselves, almost. \fler 
thev had stared a while, thev would 
begin to feel more at home, and then 
would start the throwing and uplnlng 
ami the "si hweinluind" snngerfesl, and 
they would have » great time general- 
ly. Probably, when they got home, 
they would strike off a meilul for 
themselves Id honor of the visit. 

Then too. there were always Hun 
soldiers on leave or off duty, w ho made 
It a point In pay us a visit, and though 
I do not think lin y were as bad as the 
eUvl.-a. esiaclully the women, they 
were bad enough. 

We had one bucket In each barracka. 
and as these buckets were used for 
both washing and drinking, they were 
iiIhiivs dirty. We boiled the water 
when we washed the clothes, to get 
rid of the cooties, and that left a 
settling In It that looked Just like red 
lead. We had to get the water from 
u hydrant outside of the barracks, and 
for a while we drunk It. Hut after 
several of the boys had gone west 
and we could not figure out why. a 
man told us be thought the water was 
polsotii-d, and a | isslan doctor, who 
was a prisoner, slipped us word about 
It also So. after that, very few of 
us drank water from the hydrant. I 
was -cared stiff at first, because I had 
bad faMM of the water.' but after thai 
I did not touch hydrant water. 

It was a good thing for us thai 
there waa always plenty of snow In 
Herman) and even luckier that the 
Huns did not shoot us for eating It

When they got up to the dogs, they 
would first talk to them and then kirk 
them, ami after that, they would rest 
their rll'-s the wire and yell 

"Ztiruck I" at us. We all enjoyed thb 
Innocent pastime very much, and wi 
were glad they had the dogs. 

There wire some things the Hum 
did that you Just could uot explain 
For Inatunce, one of the Russtam 
walked out of the km lie. aa we wen 
passing, aud we heard a hung! and 
the Russian keeled over and went 
west. Now, we bud not done anything 
and the other Russians snld he had 
behaved himself, worked hard and bad 
never had any trouble. They Juat 
killed him. and that Is all there waa to 
It. But not one of us could figure 
out why. 

After we had been at Neustrelltt 
for three weeks, they drilled ua out of 
the , amp to u railway station, and 
atood us In the snow for four hour* 
waiting for the train. We were ex- 
hausted and begun falling, one by 
one. and each time one of us fell, the 
aentrtes would yell. "Jfleht krank!" 
and give us the rifle butt. We had 
our choice of standing up and dying 
or falling down and being killed, and 
It was a fine choice to have to make. 

The cars finally pulled In. and aa 
usual, the windows were smashed, the 

packed with anow. When we saw this, 
we knew we were going to get worse 
treatment, even, than we bad been 
getting, and many of us wanted to die. 
It had not been unusual for some of 
the men to tell the Hermans to shoot 
them too. and It seems as though it 
was always a man who wanted to live 
who did get It and went west. 

However, all of us nearly got killed 
when we reucbed Wittenberg Wlien 
the train stopped there, we saw a big 
wagotiload of sliced bread on the sta- 
tion platform and we all stared at it. 
We sto,„| it as long as we could, and 
then we made a rush for It. Hut when 
we got nearer, we saw that there were 
four sentries guarding It and four 
women Issuing It out to the Herman 
soldiers. They would not give us any. 
of course. 

So we stood around and watched the 
Huns eat It. while th.y and the women 
laughed ut us. and pretended that 
they were starving and would groan 
and rub their stomachs and say, 
"N'lchts zu essen." to each other, and 
then grab a big hunk of bread and 
eat It. What we did not say to them 
was very little Indeed. We were cer- 
tainly wild If M| MR ever were. 

Then some of us said we were go- 
ing to get some of that bread If we 
went west for It. So we started a 
light, and while tl,, v w. r. attending to 
some of ua. the others grabbed and hid 
all the bread they culd. They miw.d 
us back Into the curs and we were 
Just starting to divide up the bread 
when they caught us with It and took 
It away. We were wilder than ever 
then but we rould uot do anything. 

It got colder after we left Witten- 
berg, and the snow blew luto the curs 
through the windows and doors until 
we were afraid to sleep for fear of 
frecxlhg. It was the worst night 1 
have ever seen, and the roal bunkers 
on the Yarrowdale seemed like a pal- 
ace compared to the compartments, 
because we culd at least move around 
In the ship, while In the train we could 
not move at all. and were packed ao 
close that we could uot even stretch 
our legs and arms Some of the men 
did die. but not In my compartment, 
thniigh most of US w. re fr, st- bitten 
about the face. 

We thought that night would never 
end, hut day came ttualiy. and though 
It seemed to get colder and colder, we 
did uot mind It so much At about 
el, van that luorulug, we arrived ut a 
pliiic called Mludeu aud saw u prlsou 
camp there — Just a stockade near the 
tracks with the boy* out lu the open. 
\\. u„v«sj to theiu, and they w.,i.d 
back aud guve a cheer-.. h or two We 
felt sorry for theiu. becauae we kuew 
we were not g,,:ug to thai cutup. aud 
from what little we saw. we kuew we 
rould not be going to a worse place 
than they were lu. I

I was In Germany. 

Mlnden Is quite a railway renter, I 
git.ss. ami when we pulled Into tha 
depot, we saw many troops going to 
th-' front or coming hack. As at all 
Important Herman railway stations, 
there was a Red Truss booth on tha 
platform, with Herman girls handing 
nut barley coffee and other things to 
the Herman soldiers. I saw a large 
shanty on the platform, with a Red 
Cross painted over the door. I snw 
the girls giving barley roffee to tha 
soldiers, and I thought I would hava 
a try at it and at least he polite 
enough to give the girls a rhancc of 
refusing me. I was refused all right, 
but they were so nasty about It that I 
put down my head and let somethlnR 
slip. I do not remember Just what It 
was, but It was not very compliment- 
ary. I guess. Anyhow. I did not think 
am,, tie near there understood Kng- 
llsh. but evidently soma one heard me 
who did, for I got an awful hoot that 
landed me ten or twelve feet away. 
I fell on my hands and knees, and 
about a yard away I saw a cigarette 
stub. I dived for It like a man falling 
on a football, and when I MM up 
that stub was safely in my pocket. 
And It stayed there until I rea hed 
I oilmen and had a chauce to light It 
behind the barracks. If any of the 
other men had smelled real tobacco, 
they would probably have murdered 
me. and I could not have hlnmeil them 
for It. 

That was the first and last cigarette 
I got In Germany, and you ran be- 
lieve me when I say that I enjoyed 
It. There was not murh to It. but I 
smoked it until there was not enough 
left to hold In my month, and then I 
used what was laft and mixed it 
the bark that we 
of. Incidental!] 
stuff. I do not blow what kind of 

tree If was from, hut It servd the 

purpose. Whenever a fellow wanted 
to smoke and lit one of these hark 
cigarettes, a few puffs were enough.

He did not want to smoke again for 
some time afterward, und like as not, 
he did not want to cut either. They 
were therefore very vuluuble. 

It is very nurd to get mulches In 
the camps, und when uny prisoner 
does get hold of one, It Is made to last 
a loug time. Here Is how we make a 
match lust. Some one gives up tba 
sleeve of his cout. and the 
curefully lit, und the coat 
burned to a crisp. Theu we take a 
button from our coats— the button* 
are brass with two holes in 
puss a ahoestring through the 
knot the euds. und with the button In 
the center of the string, buzz It around 
as you have seen boys do. with the 
strlug over both hands, moving tha 
hands together and apart uutll tbe 
button revolves very fast. 

We theu put a piece of flint ugalnat 
the crisped cloth, and buzz the button 
ugulust It until a spark makes the 
crisp glow, and from this we would 
light our bark cigarettes. I do not 
think any man In the world could In- 
hale oue of these bark cigarettes: 
some of ua tried and went right to
